Fort Wayne—The Fort Wayne 
Particular council of the St. Vin- 
cent de Paul society this week an- 
nounced a program which will 
bring at least ten refugee families 
to the Fort Wayne area. 


THE COUNCIL’S board of di- 
rectors voted to guarantee repay- 
ment of all necessary loans tor 
transportation of said families and 
will supply additional funds for 
temporary housing and food needs. 


Local St. Vincent de Paul con- 
ferences in the Fort Wayne dean- 
ery will locate employment and 
housing for the families, accord- 
ing to Kenneth W. Schilling, Re- 


settlement committee chairman 
of the Particular council. 

Schilling said that when the 
board met last week the council 
had received offers from six local 
conferences to place a refugee fam- 
ily. He added that at least four 
more were expected by this week- 
end to complete the quota. 


COUNCIL policy on the resettle- 
ment program will strive to aid 
refugees without families or friends 
in this country, it was said.

Bars Devotions 
Bishop Declares 
Vision Claims 


Of Necedah False 


La Crosse, Wis.—(NC)—Bishop 
John P. Treacy of La Crosse de- 
clared that “all claims” of a Nece- 
dah, Wis., farm woman that she 
had visions of Our Lady are 
“False.” He specifically banned all 
public and private devotions con- 
nected with the claims. 


THE NECEDAH “visions” were 
first publicized in 1950 when Mrs. 
Fred Van Hoof claimed to have 
seen and received a message from 
the Blessed Virgin. Subsequent 
publicity about the so-called re- 
turn visits of the Blessed Mother 
drew crowds of up to 80,000 per- 
sons to the barren little farm on 
the outskirts of Necedah, where 
Mrs. Van Hoof claimed to be hay- 
ing her “visions.” 

In August of 1950, the Diocese 
of La Crosse said investigation 
of the alleged apparitions indi- 
cated that “the claims are of an 
extremely questionable nature,” 
and barred religious exercises 
of any kind at the Necedah farm. 


In a new statement issued on 
the Feast of the Sacred Heart, 
Bishop Treacy declared: 

“Because of the continued pro- 
motion of the claims made by Mrs. 
Mary A. Van Hoof of Necedah, 
Wis., we, by virtue of our authority 
as Bishop of the Diocese of La 
Crosse, hereby declare that all 
claims regarding supernatural rev- 
elations and visions made by the 
aforementioned Mrs. Van Hoof are 
false. Furthermore, all public and 
private religious worship connect- 


ed with these false claims is pro- 
hibited at Necedah, Wisconsin,”

Attack On Church 
Without Reason, 
Says Bishop Tato

Lisbon —(Radio, NC)— “There 
are no logical reasons for the pres- 
ent anti-Catholic campaign in Ar- 
gentina,” Bishop Manuel Tato, ex- 
pelled Auxiliary Bishop of Buenos 
Aires, said at Lisbon airport on 
his way to Rome. 

The bishop said that he and 
Msgr. Ramon Novoa, Pro-Vicar 
General of the archdiocese, were 
arrested Tuesday (June 14) morn- 
ing without charge, held incom- 
municado for 12 hours and then 
taken to the Buenos Aires airport 
under police guard. 

There, the Bishop reported, they 
were forced to sign a false state- 
ment that they had been vaccinat- 
ed against smallpox and were put 
aboard’ an Aerolinas Argentinas 
plane. They were not allowed to 
take. any luggage and had only the 
clothes on their backs. 


THEIR: PASSPORTS were hand- 
ed to the aircraft’s captain, Bishop 
Tato said, who received instruc- 
tions to give them to the Rome po- 
lice. 

“Ninety-five per cent of Argen- 
tinians are Catholics,” the Bishop 
stated, “so the people reacted to 
this campaign by flocking to re- 
ligious services in greater num- 
bers. 

“Argentine ecclesiastical . au- 
thorities have always demanded 
proof of anti-Catholic accusa- 
tions, but none was  forthcom- 
ing.”

Brussels—(NC)—Publie opinion 
will force changes in the anti-Cath- 
olic education bill recently passed 
by the Lower House of the Belgian 
Parliament, His Eminence Joseph 
Cardinal Van Roey, Archbishop of 
Malines, has said here.
